that terrible blow hapned carried down ſtairs. Anothex ! 
perſon of quali y had her Br-ins bear out by the fall of 
a Chimney,and mary were lamentably hurt and bru« 
ſed in ſeveral places, to the number of 17, amongſt 
whom a poor Porter in Feefftreet, felt the bitter pain 
of that ſad Tempeſt, having his right Arm ſhivered 
-'r.07 to pieces. by the vehement fall of divers Bricks 
88d iles from off a houſe tiearthe Pageant, the top of 
the ſ:id Pageant being ſoon after I|kwiſe blown down, 
the fa'l thereof being ſo great, that it beat down the 
fides of many houſes, doing great harm to the inhabis 
tarits; the other likewiſe in Leadew Hal! fFreet was ex- 
ceeding]y rent and torn, and the Temple in Cheapide 
ſomewhat defaced aboyt the top, but bleſſed be God 
no great hatm Jore'to the people. 

This great Tempeſt continued for many hours, . de- 
izg much harm to many ftate!y houſes, which by the 
fall of A both of Bricks and 
Tiles, ſome Horſes were killed m the open ſtreets, be- 
ſides one Coach horfe ſtanding in the Caach, near 
Grays Irnhbad bis'Brajns beat out by the Bricks that 
deſbended from the houſes. Bur that which is moſt 
ſad znd grievous is , 'the'great 'ruincs that befel the 
Country people in ſcyeral places, where 'tis ſaid above 
2- werekilled and hurt; for fad werethe objects all 
along the Road from {umbridge to London, the Yards 
and Ont houſes being 'in many places leyelled rothe | 
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4F pround, and many Cattle overwhelmed and ſmother< 
'F ed with the Timbcr,Th tch and Rubbiſh;their dwelb> 
{ liog bouſes were alſo pitiouſly rent and torn and little 
fatery in meny of their babitations. The Wind- Mils al 
$ foio many places were Jaid flatto the earth , and the 
May-Poles alſo about Teftexbam High Croſs, Waltham, 
Ho::ſdon,and other places, became no longer ſtand.og

Firft, there aroſe furious and viuent Windes, which 
tare up Trees by the Roots, m ade Birds fa'lto ihe 
Farth,unce vered 1» uſes. and overthrew meny ; then 
foll,wed T }-urder arc Lightrn:g, wlich mace the 
night like noon Cay ; then fcartul)] Tt urcer Bolts, 
which brake down ftarely Buildirgs. and sJew many 
men ; the Sea was wonderfully troubled, after whic1 
came ſuch a violent heat, that men vere not able tc 
endure it-but were forced to ce} ft their cloaths and 
hide themfelves under groupd;the Sky was lo dark and 
duſt ſogreat , that one could not ſce epcther, ſo that. 
flockipg together: many fe)] down dcad, Mary Citics 
were ruinated, much people periſhed, many moun- 
tains and Hills fell and became pleins, many | ivers 
were dried up, Fountains and Springs brake up where 
never was any before, and almoſt all the houſes in 4z- 
lah were demoliſhed, |
